tiqauſly thought himſelt touched in the mat- 
ter) ſought by ſorce to deſtroy the Child;

| But there was Dorilaus (valiantly requiting . | 
bis Friends help) in a great Battle depri- 
ved of Life, which fo pierced the Heart of 
- - Emarchus, that the news of his Sons Birth, 
could no ways lighten the counterance , 
his Comfort, For what Fortune onlx 
Suuth/ayers fore told of Muſidorus, that all 
men migbt ſee prognoſticated in Pyrscia, 
bath Heaven and Eearth giving token 
the coming forth of an Heroigal vertue.

In the mean time thole yonug Princes (the 
only comforts of that virtuous Widdow) 
grew on fo, that taught admiration to the

At which time underſtanding that the 
„ King Emuarchus, aſter a tedious War, and 
the Conqueſt of all Pama, and almoſt 
| Thrace, had brought. the concluſion of all, 
do the Siege of Biz.antjum (to the raiſing of. 
which Siege, great Forces were made) they - 
would needs fall to the practiſing of thoſe - F 
vertues, which they before had learned. 
Therefore the Mother of Auſidorus nobly | 
yeilded to her Childrens good, the rather. | 
that they might help her beloved Brother, | 
So therefore preparing a Navy, that they: | 
might not only bring a comfort. of their 
dun preſence, but alſo a ſufficient power: - 
to their dear Parents Euarchus; they recom- 
mended themſelves to the Sea, leaving 
dhe Shore of Tbeſalia full of. Tears and 
Vowes; and. were received thereon. With -. | 
ſo. ſmooth and ſmiling a face, as if Nene

had as then at that time learned fallly to 
| fawnon Princes. © } | 
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But the next Morning there aroſe a vail 
of dark Clouds, which ſhortly ( like Ink 
poured into Water) preparing (as it were) 
a mournful Stage for a Tradgedy, to be 

lay'd thereon. For forthwith the Winds 

gan to blow whole ſtorms of Hail and 
Rain upon them. Then began the Tra- 
terous Sea to ſwell in pride againſt the 
afflicted Navy, which ſhortly had fo diſſe- 
vered the loving Company, which the Day 
before had tarryed together, that moſt 
of them never met again, but were ſwal- 
lowed up in the Tyranical, and never fa- 
tisſied mouth of the cruel Seas.

But when this Tyranical and bloody. 
minded King knew who he was, and in 
what order he and his Couſin 24» 
were come outiof Theſſalia, aſſuredly think- 
ing that thoſe Forces were provided againſt 
him; glad of the periſhing (as be thought) 
of the Prince Muſidorus, determined openly 
to put Pyrocles to Death.

he found by what means be might ac- 
quaint himſelf with a Noble Man of that 
Country, to, whom he diſcovered himſelf, 
dy which means he found him a moſt fit 
loſtrument to effect his deſires. For this 
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Noble Man had been one, who in many 
Wars had ſerved Euarcbus, though not Born

FFor my part, I wiſh, that fince-a- 
mong our ſelves we cannot agree in ſo 
manifold Particularities, we do put the 


Order of all choſe into his Hands; as | 
well touching the Obſequies of the King, 


the Pamfhment of his Death, as the Mar- 


rizge and Crowning of our Princeſs. This 


being agreed to by all, and then having 
taken a general Oath, That they would in 
the Nonage of the Princeſs, or at leaſt till 


theſe things' were over, yield fall Obedi- * 
ence to Euarebus, fo fat as were not pre u- 
dicial to the Laws, Cuſtoms and Liberties 


of Arcadia ; ard having taken a ſtrict Bond

Behaviour. Euarebus (the goodneſs ot 


whoſe Mind had long exerciſed him 1 5 
was as careful ro deſcend in all Conrreſic 

as he ſaw him dear a low wre 
his afflicted State. T7, 
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But as ſoon as Philanax beheld.the Gra- 
vity of his Countenance and Years, not 
much unlike to che late Deceaſed, but e- 
ver beloved; Maſter, brought his Form fo 
lively into his Memory, it renewed all the 
choughes of his, wonted Joys withirr him, 
chat inſtead of ſpeaking . to Eyarchus, he 
ſtood like a Man for a while deprived of 


bis Senfes, then let fall a flood of Tears, 


which ſtopped his Voice with ex team ſob- 
bing, ſo much Frinedſhip did he bare to 
Baſcliut. At length he ſpake to Euarchus; 
Let not my Tears, moſt renowned Frince, 
make my Preſence unpleaſant, to you, ſor 
ths juſtneſs of the Cauſe, takes away the 
blame of any Weakneſs in me; but give 
me leave Excellent Euarchns, to ſay, Lam 
but the Repreſenter of all the late Flou- 


tiſhing Arcadia, which now; with. my Eyes 


do Weep ; vouchſafe to imagin good King, 
chat here is before your Eyes the pitiful 
Spectacle of a moſt woeful Tragedy: Ar-. 
cadia finding Herſelf in theſe deſolate Con- 
ditions, doth ſpeak, and I ſpeak for. har 
unta. you, moſt Valiant Prince; That ſince 
now ſhe is not only robbed of the natural 
ſupport of her Lord, (that it doth, exceed 
both the ſuddenneſs and infortunatencſi of 
it) chou wilt lend thy Arms unto her, and 
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Ls as a Man, take Compaſſion on Mankind, 
t and as a Prince, Protect a People, who all 
I have with one voice, Called for thy Good- | 
0 neſs; thinking, that as thou art only able, 


ſo thou art fully able to redreſs their imi- 
nent Ruine. They do therefore with as | 
much Confidence as neceſſity, fly unto you | 
for Succour; they lay themſelves wholly | 
upon you, as one whoſe Determinations | 
was always bound up with Equity and 
Juſtice. | 

This requeſt was never ſo much as look- 
ed for by Euarchus, who after many Excu- 
ſes and Refuſals, at laſt accepted on Pi- 
lana>s requeſt. Therefore mounting on 
their Horſes, they haſted toward the Lod- 
ges, where they found (althogh it was late 
A in the Night) the People, waiting to know 
T the iſſue of 2b;lanax's Embaſſage ; no Man 
thinking the Matter ſo well done at any 
time, if he had not his Voice in it. 

But when they ſaw Philanax return, ha- 
ving on his right hand the King Emuarchug, 
they with joyful Shouts and applauding 
Acclamations, made him and all the World 
quickly know, that one Man's Sufficiency 
is more available than ten thouſand Mul- 
titndes. For, as if Euarchus bad been born 
of Princely Blood of Aria; or that long 
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and well-acquainted Proof, had Ingrafted 
him in their Country, ſo flocked they about 
this Stranger, that moſt of them from de- 
jectcd Fears, riſing to Ambitious Conſidera- 
tions who ſhould catch the firſt hold of his 
Favour, every one praiſing Philanax for 
his good Choice, and all liking Euarchns's 
Looks ; and as they judged his Age by his 


Face, fo judged his Wiſdom by his Age; 


whom we will leave, and return to the 
poor Priſoners. There was never Tyrant ex- 
erciſed his Rage with more grievous Tor- 


ments upon any the moſt Hated, than, af- 
flicted Gynecia, who did crucifie her own 


Soul, after the guiltleſs of her Heart was 
charged with the ſuddenneſs of her Hus- 
band's Death; for although that Effect 
came not from her Mind, might rather 
yield fearful Shadows, which ſhe thought 
the Juſtice of God bad for the beginnirs 
of Pains coupled them together. And thu: 
reſted the reſtleſs Gynecia. No leſs forrow- 
ful were the Minds of the Princeſſes Pa- 
mela and the Lady, Philoclea, whoſe on- 
ly advantages were, that they had not Con- 
ſented to fo much Evil, and ſo were at 


greater peace with themſelves; and that 


they were not left alone, but might mutu- 


| ally bear part of each others Woes. 
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In the mean time, Pyrocles and Maſidorus 
were confined under a ſtrong Guard, as

Euarchus did fit himſelf all cloathed in 
Bl:ck, with all che principal Men of Arca- 


dia: Then the King's Body being layed 
upon a Table juſt before Ewarebus, and all 


covered over with black, the Priſoners, 
namely the Queer, and the. two Princes, 
were ſent for to appear in the Protector's 
Name: But firſt was Gynecia led forth, in 
the ſame Weeds that the day and night ſhe 
had worn, except that of Zelmanes Gar- 
ment, in which ſhe was found, ſhe had

Pyrocles came out, led by Simpathus, who 
was cloathed ſeemingly after the Greek 
manner, in a long Coat of white Velvet, 


reaching down to his Legs, with great 


Buttons of Diamonds upon it; his Neck 
without any Collar, which did ſurpaſs the 
whiteneſs of his Garments; which Faſhion: 


was like to the Crimſon Rayment our 
Knights of the Order firſt put on: His fair 


Hair, which he did wear in great length, 


gave a dclightful ſhew, which, being ſtir- 


ed up and down With the breath of a 


gentle Wind, had nothing upon it, but a 
white Ribbond, which were uſed in thoſe 


days inſtead of a Diadem, which rowled 
once or twice about the upper part of his 
Forehead, fell down upon his Back, cloſed 
up at each end with the richeſt Pearls that 


were to be ſeen in. the Univerſal World.

In this fort-like manner with erected 

Countenance, did theſe unfortunate Prin- 
ces ſuffer themſelves to be led, ſhewing a. 
right by the Compariſon of them and Gy. 
necia, how different Perſons Compaſſions 
are variouſly to be ſtirred. For as Gyne- 
cia ſhe was known to be a Lady of great 
Eſtate, and greatly eſteemed, the more 
miſerable repreſentation was made of her | 
ſudden Ruine. And ſich effect it wrought 
indeed in the Hearts of the whole Aſſem: 
bly, their Eyes yet gazing not knowing 
— or on u hom they ſnould Nie- 
ed. 

Euarchus ſtill owned no other name but 
Protector of Arcadia, and commanded thoſe 
that had any thing to ſay againſt the Queen 
Gynecia, to proceed, becauſe her Eſtate re- | 
quired that ſhe ſhould be heard firſt, as 
being alſo taken for the prircipal Matter 
they were to judge of; Philanax often 
ſtepping forth who ſhewed by his greedy ' 
Eyes, that he did thirſt for her Blood. But |

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Gynecia ſtanding up before the Judge, caſt- 
ing abroad her Arms, With her Eyes hid- 
den under the breadth of her unſeemly 
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lat, laying open in all her Geſtures, the
